CREATING A “WORLD-CLASS” 
GATEWAY INTO THE CITY MEANS 
THINKING ABOUT PEOPLE

Walk with me, for a moment, through Old Strathcona and down 
Gateway Boulevard in Edmonton's not-too-distant future. Picture 
narrow three- or four-storey buildings with shops at street level and 
apartments above, along with the odd mid-rise apartment building. 
People stream down the sidewalk around the clock. Benches and 
planters provide a place to watch the pedestrian action. 

Trees line Gateway Boulevard and surrounding streets. Patios, 
covered and warmed to function through the winter, invite visi- 
tors out into the streets while an extension of the existing heri- 
tage streetcar past the old railway station adds to the area’s unique 
character. 

Perhaps high-speed rail someday runs underneath — the city’s 
long-term plans do have LRT running down Whyte — and Old 
Strathcona’s heart would once again beat with the strength of the 
iron horse. 

A new open-air market hall, doubling as a covered square, helps 
bridge the gap with east Whyte. The central meeting place wipes 
away the “wrong-side-of-the-tracks” feeling and both sides of the 
avenue teem with people. 

Maybe you've taken a similar imaginary walk before, picturing a 
new southern entrance to Edmonton's urban heart. Unfortunately, 
only a few tentative steps have been taken thus far. 

Back in 2001, Calgary Trail northbound was renamed Gateway 
Boulevard. Although depressingly inapt, the name provides a vi- 
sion for what might be. 

‘Gateway’ suggests a grand entry and definite transition to a city. 
The section through Old Strathcona has potential, but isn’t there 
yet. 

‘Boulevard’ is not just a fancy word for road, but rather a formal 
promenade for people in all types of motion. A proper boulevard 
is bi-directional, lined with impressive architecture, and divided 
by rows of trees — precisely the kind of friendly and inviting place 
Gateway Boulevard isn’t. That's not to say it couldn’t be. The wide 
road, with ditches, parking lots, and industrial land beyond, leaves 
plenty of room to build something becoming a major city. 

Unfortunately, only the name has changed so far. Like in 2001, 
the Walterdale Bridge is ready to fall down again; now it needs more 
than a coat of paint. Gateway Boulevard deserves more as well. 

Some plans include widening the bridge and, potentially, drag- 
ging a freeway-style trench back to Whyte Avenue. 

The city doesn’t know what the new bridge will look like, but 
they know how many more lanes of cars they want. Form follows 
function, right? 
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Hold on, transportation is only a.means to an.end, and cars-are 
just one means. 

A better definition of a city’s function would be livability, includ- 
ing safety and health, social interaction, and the quality of the built 
and natural environment. 

Whatever livability is exactly, Vancouver is regarded as having 
a lot of it. Full of character neighbourhoods, it has precisely zero 
freeways running between them and the downtown. Edmonton 
doesn’t need one either. 

The livability option I’ve sketched out here focuses on the expe- 
rience of being, rather than getting through. It provides the gate- 
way and boulevard that Gateway Boulevard lacks. 

Rather than widening roads, the livability option focuses on con- 
necting and making better use of what already exists. 

Using this plan, new east-west connections could help decongest 
Whyte Avenue, adding quiet streets more suited to walking and 
cycling. At the same time, connecting into 102nd Street gets that 
proposed trench out of the middle of what could become a linear 
park. 

These park blocks — modelled after those in Portland, Ore. — 
provide a green connection to the river valley, between Fringe ven- 
ues and festival sites, and between neighbourhoods. 

There's plenty of room for developing more pedestrian-friendly 
buildings south of Whyte Avenue, and that would extend the liveli- 
ness of the strip. 

Soon the adjoining rail yard will be ripe for redevelopment, and 
boosted property values are worth developer contributions to the 
public realm. And consider the consequences of thinking small. 
In the absence of proper planning, Edmonton could get another 
104th Avenue strip mall instead. 

The city is already expecting to drop up to a quarter of a billion 
dollars on the bridge and road network connections — plans poten- 
tially more involved than what I’ve outlined here. 

The road-widening crowd can claim it’s about increasing Ed- 
monton’s attractiveness to visitors, and while big, wide roads from 
our travels may be memorable, they won't inspire a journey. 

Beauty, character, vibrancy, and that sense of belonging that only 
friendly people in the streets can provide? When these memories 
are entwined with a place, those experiences will never be forgot- 
ten.

dation and bullying.” 

Unlike Mr. Kenney, I’ve actually 
attended Israeli Apartheid Week ac- 
tivities where presenters always took 
pains to condemn anti-Semitism and 
to affirm Israel's right to nationhood, 
which leads me to wonder if he could 
cite a single documented instance of 
the behaviour he alleges. But see- 
ing as how Kenney probably wants 
to distract attention from his own 
scandal — using his office and letter- 
head for partisan political activity — 
and that of colleague Bev Oda — who 
defunded with an illegal pen-stroke 
a charity group out of step with the 
Harper government's rabidly pro- 
Israel stance — it's no surprise he'd 
opt to whack human rights activists 
with the anti-Semite stick perennial- 
ly reserved for Israel’s critics. It just 
goes to show that what one peace- 
ful citizen sees as the undisguised, 
systematic brutalization of a disem- 
powered, captive ethnic population, 
a federal government might see as 
the occupying nation’s right to self- 
preservation.

OK, maybe we don't all agree on 
either. Through widespread 
Agribusiness to infiltrate gardens 
large and small with proprietary 


hybrid seeds (as well as the propri- 


| etary pesticides and fertilizers that 
| make them grow), naturally occur- 
ring biodiversity has been steadily 
| eroded over the last several decades. 
| And lots of people, who might buy 
| their gardening supplies at the local 
| big-box housewares store, don't even 
| know it's happening. 
Luckily events like Seedy Sunday, 
the seed exchange and sustainable 
gardening expo taking place at Al- 
| berta Avenue Hall (9210-118th Ave.) 
from 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. on Sunday, 
March 20, have arisen to inform the 
| public about the importance of sav- 
ing heritage seeds and to get them 
| excited about their own gardens as 
a venue for perpetuating the inbuilt 
hardiness and biodiversity of indig- 
enous plants. 

According to organizer and avid 
gardener Suzanne Cook, who has 
had a hand in mounting the event 
since 2007, promoting biodiversity 
enables us to take advantage of cen- 
| turies of natural and human selec- 
tion by cultivating plants naturally 
endowed to thrive in our environ- 
ment. 

“At-Seedy Sunday, we only have 
open pollinated seeds — no hybrids 
allowed,” Cook says. “Heritage seeds 





are important because they have so 
much more genetic diversity than 
hybrids. Most hybrids have a nar- 
row genetic make-up based on a few 
genes taken from heritage seeds that 
people have been selecting for over 
thousands of years. Someone, usual- 
ly a multinational company, will take 
some pieces they want and turn them 
into seeds that no one else can sell 
and that they can sell for a lot more 
money. Hybrid seeds are seen to pro- 
duce bigger, more uniform kinds of 
vegetables or grains or whatever, but 
they often are purposely bred to need 
fertilizer and pesticide input and 
regular water, compared to heritage 
seeds many of which will have [natu- 
ral] drought resistance or resistance 
to different diseases.” 

Cook cites the devastation wrought 
by a single fungal disease that wiped 
out huge swaths of the United States’ 
genetically identical corn crops in 
the early 1970s, as well as the toll ex- 
acted by Ethiopia’s move away from 
traditional, drought-resistance heri- 
tage seeds in the 1980s, to illustrate 
the pitfalls of waning biodiversity. 
Wrongheaded regulations restricting 
the use of heritage seeds and aggres- 
sive efforts by corporations to get 
the world hooked on their patented 
hybrids have compounded the prob- 
lem. 

“Hybrids aren’t evil or anything, as 
things do hybridize naturally,” Cook 
notes. “But if hybrids are all we use, 
we lose our other choices forever. We 
have lost lots of choice due to hybrid- 
ization in the last 60 years.” 

She adds that, besides ensuring a 
future food supply in increasingly 


unpredictable growing conditions 
(thanks a lot, climate change!), the 
best reason to grow heritage seeds is 
the dizzying amount of choice they 
provide and the astonishing array of 
shapes, sizes and flavours they por- 
tend. 

Edmonton's Seedy Sunday fes- 
tivities include a free seed-exchange 
table, as well as attracting heritage 
seed vendors from across western 
Canada. Expert exponents of urban 
gardening, permaculture, compost- 
ing, international development ini- 
tiatives, vegan organic gardening and 
other facets of conscientious horti- 
culture will also be on hand. There's 
a gardening book and magazine ex- 
change, continuous film screenings, 
children’s activities hosted by Little 
Green Thumbs and a procession of 
speakers presenting on topics rang- 
ing from Gardening 101 to growing 
fruit to gardening for pollinators, 
all in a congenial atmosphere. And, 
right across the street at the Nina 
Haggerty Arts Centre, Slow Food 
Edmonton is hosting Beyond the Su- 
permarket from 2 p.m. to 5 p.m., a 
complementary symposium to con- 
nect interested citizens with commu- 
nity agriculture projects, local food 
boxes, gardening clubs and other lo- 
cal food resources. 

“Come and talk to people,” Cook 


advises, tacitly endorsing the com- 


munity-building aspect of the event. 
“You'll find a lot of great information, 
whether you're a beginner or you've 
been gardening for some time, there's 
food, door prizes, raffles — you could 
stay there quite a while.”

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A NUCLEAR WARNING FOR ALBERTA 





Once again the terrifying shadow of 
nuclear devastation hangs over Japan. 

Just after the quake and tsunami on 
March l, the public was assured that, 
even in a worst-case scenario, only minor 
amounts of radiation would leak from the 
airtight reactors in the country. 

Then the Fukushima Daiichi nuclear 
plant about 260 kilometers north of Tokyo 
experienced an explosion. Then another. 
And another. The nuclear disaster was 
considered worse than Three Mile Island by 
Tuesday morning. 

Emergency efforts involved pumping 
seawater into the containers as a coolant, 
and 50 workers continued to work at the 
plant, at great personal risk. 

Watching the events unfold across the TV 
screen and in newspaper pages on another 
continent, it's hard to know what's really 
happening on the northeast coast of Japan. 
Hearing the Japanese government warn 
citizens to stay in doors, while news agencies 
report that the quake and tsunami rendered 
half a million Japanese homeless paints a 
scene of both tragedy and absurdity. 

Here in North America we should take 
the disaster as a clear warning about the 
dangers of atomic energy. 

In the wake of the nuclear problems at 
the Fukushima Daiichi nuclear plant, Russian 
nuclear accident specialist louli Andreev 
slammed the United Nations International 
Atomic Energy Agency and the corporate 
sector for being blinded to the danger of 
nuclear energy by greed, in an interview with 
Reuters. 

“After Chernobyl all the force of the 
nuclear industry was directed to hide this 
event, for not creating damage to their 
reputation. The Chernobyl experience was 
not studied properly because who has 


money for studying? Only industry,” he told 
the news agency. 

Inrecent years nuclear energy has been 
touted by industry as a “clean” source of 
power as compared to coal and oil. Nuclear 
energy will create jobs, keep the air clean, 
and most importantly ensure that our 
economy continues to hum along without 
concerns about the availability or rising cost 
of power. 

Here in Alberta talks about a nuclear 
plant in the Peace River area have been on 
going for years. 

Local groups have complained repeatedly 
about the consultation process, feeling that 
the government had already made a deci- 


sion on nuclear. | 


Recent events in Japan will likely change 
the playing field entirely. Going nuclear to 
support oilsands production — which has its 
own set of risks — now seems like doubling 
down when you're already losing money at 
the card table. 

Albertans must consider the costs and 
drawbacks of each energy source. 

Nuclear power is a very risky option. Even 
without the risk of earthquakes, there's 
still no safe, long-term storage solution for 
nuclear materials. 

Considering the costs of our energy also 
involves taking a hard look at the oilsands 
and coal and the long-term impact on our 
air and water. 

Certainly solar, wind, and geothermal 
energy should be explored as alternatives 
but not as a panacea. Reducing our energy 
consumption in both the consumer and 
industrial sectors should also be part of the 
answer. 

Every energy source comes with human 
and environmental costs. The question is: 
What are we willing to live with?

Dr. Sherman’s Wild Ride 





OUTSIDE POLITICS MAURICE TOUGAS 
NEWLY-MINTED LIBERAL 
RAJ SHERMAN NOT DOING 
THE HEALTH CARE 
DEBATE ANY FAVOURS 





As I write this, the career of one Raj 
Sherman, MLA, appears once again 
to be on the ascendancy. Who knows 
where it will be by the time this col- 
umn appears in print? It might even 
change by the time I finish this sen- 
tence. 

As of today, he’s a member of the 
Alberta Liberal party, and will run 
for the leadership. But, he’s still sit- 
ting as an independent. Why would 
we expect anything less from this 
wildly erratic politician? 

Last week, Dr. Sherman's Wild Ride 
hit bottom when he failed to provide 
evidence of his extraordinary allega- 
tions that doctors were paid millions 
to keep quiet or leave the province, 
and that separate books were kept 
of the payouts. When Premier Ed 
‘Stonewall’ Stelmach demanded evi- 
dence, Sherman strode up the grand 


staircase of the legislature for the 
assembled media, dramatically car- 
rying a Staples box of ‘evidence’, 
which proved to be examples of 
cases of people who died waiting for 
care. While undeniably tragic and 
troubling, they were not exactly the 
evidence of bribery or cooked books 
he had been’ promising. You could 
almost see the opposition party lead- 
ers, who have been wooing Sher- 
man like he was the prettiest gal at 
the barn dance, backing away from 
Sherman as if he has been sprayed 
by a skunk. 

Late last week, the leaders of four 
political parties — emboldened by 
a news report that Dr. Ciaran Mc- 
Namee, Edmonton's leading thoracic 
surgeon in the 1990s claimed he was 
pushed out of his practice by Capi- 
tal Health after complaining about 
surgery wait times and inadequate 
resources — crowded together in the 
media room of the legislature to an- 
nounce their joint demand for a full 
public inquiry into reports of health 
professionals being intimidated for 
speaking out about health care. (The 
doctor was apparently so lousy at his 
job, the best he could do was land a 
teaching job at some dump called 
Harvard University.) While far from 
a smoking gun, there was, at least, a 
whiff of gun smoke, and Sherman 
was back to being everybody's favou- 


rite dance partner. 

This set the stage for a raucous 
question period, where the Liberals 
on Monday gave Sherman two of 
their spots. They were terrible ques- 
tions in my semi-professional opin- 
ion, but if it was a tryout, he passed. 
On Tuesday, Sherman officially 
ended the suspense and joined the 
Alberta Liberals, announcing he will 
run for the leadership. Not quite as 
dramatic as Brad rejecting Chantel 
in favour of Emily on The Bachelor, 
but reasonably big news. 

Is this good news for the Liberals, 
who could use an injection of excite- 
ment in their race? Not necessarily. 

First, Sherman hasn't provided one 
iota of evidence to back up his most 
serious claims of payoffs for silence 
and cooked books. On Monday, he 
Tweeted a promise that he would 
table “proof of how our gov't si- 
lenced another physician who spoke 
up when patients were dying in wait- 
ing rooms.” When tabling the docu- 
ments, he described them as “being 
about a physician who had a conflict 
with the hospital administration over 
patients suffering and dying in emer- 
gency rooms.” Turns out that physi- 
cian was none other than Raj Sher- 
man, MD, —

I'm not here to give anyone short 
shrift, but I've got.a job to do, people. 
I'd love to be able to visit and revisit 
a restaurant before I tell you about it 
so I can do full justice to the experi- 
ence and give a better representation 
of its best attributes. But the fact is 
that life is short and full of restau- 
rants, so I can't really dote on any 
one and maybe Maat aligns me more 
closely with your experience as an 
eater-outer: the réstaurant in ques- 
tion only has one chance to persuade 
me they-d be worth a return visit 

So no one’s really to blame, are 
they, if my one and only experience 
of Safron’s Caribbean Delight was, 
shall we say, unnuanced. In my own 
defence, it wasn't like I hadn't tried to 


visit Safron’s on multiple occasions — 
it was just never open when | found 
myself near its Alberta Avenue loca- 
tion (nor was the calzone place next 
door which keeps the ridiculously re- 
stricted hours of 11 a.m.-3 p.m.). And 
the one time the lights were actually 
on, at 7 p.m. on a Friday, they were 
almost out of food 

It was clean and cozy inside, just a 
few tables, a big counter, fresh paint 
and a complete lack of the cheesy 


“travel posters that often constitute 


décor in places with Caribbean in the 
name. The girl behind the counter 
with a Jamaican flag embroidered 
on her apron smiled widely as I ap- 
proached the counter and told me 
she was down to two items from a 
tantalizing list of West Indian delica- 
cies — goat, oxtail, chickens both cur- 
ried and jerked, ackee and saltfish, 
patties, etc. She could offer me stew 
beef or sliced fish and, come to think 
of it, | might want to just go ahead 
and have the fish ($14). The menu 
board told me I could expect rice and 
peas and salad with my meal. 

There was television playing in- 
stead of music and two gentlemen of 
Caribbean extraction chatted volubly 
on stools by the window, periodically 
conferring with Safron in the kitch- 
en. The specifics of their conversa- 
tion were guarded from my prying 


but I understood that one fellow was 
pretty sure he had the best cell phone 
plan in the city. I sat sucking on a 
Red Stripe flipping through a paper 
tattered by a serial clipper. Random, 
alarming phrases in the bombshell 
item about Raj Sherman's latest alle- 
gations were highlighted in yellow. 
The smiling girl emerged from be-

hind the counter in no time flat with 
my plate and cutlery. The food sure 
looked great — two big slabs of pan- 
fried kingfish steak smothered with 
spiced onions and carrots soaked in 
a red-orange sauce, flanked by big 
sides of rice and coleslaw — and its 
spicy, vinegary waft turned on the 
taps of my tastebuds. I wanted to 
start shovelling it back but every- 
thing (except the coleslaw) was very 
hot. The fish kept me from rushing 
into an epic case of tongue-burn with 
its durable seared crust and elaborate 
infrastructure of bones. 

I'm not going to swear that this 
was Safron’s version of escoveitched 
fish, as maybe that specific-menu 
item is presented a different way, 
but it certainly fit the MO of cook- 
ing up carrots and onions 1n vinegar, 


chilies and allspice, then pouring it 
over your fish of choice for marinat- 
ing. The fish was a tad overdone — I 
suspect from the speed with which 
it was delivered that it had been 
cooked off partway, then finished 
to order. Fortunately, or perhaps by 
design, the dense meat of the fish 
steak retained its juiciness and the 
seasoning was complex and lively, 
blending savouriness and cumula- 
tive heat in perfect proportion rela- 
tive to the fish's earthy, tidal flavour. 
They must have been out of rice and 
peas — which is usually rice and kid- 
ney beans cooked with hot peppers, 
fresh thyme, coconut milk and garlic 
— because regular rice with a handful 
of mixed vegetables was provided to 
absorb the excess sauce. Too bad — 
I really love rice and peas when it's 
well made, and Safron’s way with 
escoveitch gave indications he would 
have done a bang-up job

ous, I might have inquired about the | 


sweet potato pudding or rum cake 
if | thought it would have done any 
good, Maybe I should have clued in 
that the eponymous Caribbean de- 


light was not plural. My cautious |

TOUGAS (cont’d from p. 5) 
manager of security at the Royal 
Alex. It tells Sherman that he is 
barred at being on the hospital site, 
without giving any particulars. The 
next letter, dated four days later, 
is from the chief clinical officer of 
Capital Health. The letter tells Sher- 
man that his conduct “constitutes 
a material failure to practice medi- 
cine to the standards required for 
physicians practicing within Capi- 
tal Health,” and that he was barred 
from practicing until he “takes steps 
to seek medical assessment and 
treatment.” 

The third letter is from the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, giv- 
ing Sherman a clean bill of health. 
However, the letter is dated June 
5, 2002, almost three years after 
whatever incident caused Sherman's 
suspension. The letter also refers to 
a report from a Dr, Breault, who is 


not mentioned in the previous cor- 
respondence. 

So, what led to Sherman's suspen- 
sion? Was it, as he says, due to a 
“conflict over patients suffering and 
dying in emergency wards,” or was it 
something else? In the interests of 
transparency, as the politicians love 
to say, why didn’t Sherman table the 
report from Dr. Breault? Sherman's 
release of documents is very selec- 
tive. It seems to me that Sherman is 
doing exactly what he’s accusing the 
government of doing — covering up 
the facts. 

Sherman has become the point 
man of the Alberta health debate, 
but I think he’s now doing the cause 
more harm than good. When he 
joins the Liberals, he'll be fair game 
for the PCs. And they don't play 
fair. 

The real question remains: is there 
enough evidence for a full judicial in- 








quiry into our health-care system? 

For the answer to that, I refer to a 
statement that appeared in the Cal- 
gary Herald, from Dr. Lloyd May- 
baum, president of the Calgary and 
Area Physicians Association. 

“There are many, many cases of 
physicians being intimidated and 
threatened, including myself,” the 
doctor was quoted. Maybaum told 
the Herald he received a stern warn- 
ing letter from officials after he 
spoke out in 2008 on the govern- 
ment's postponement of a psychiat- 
ric wing for a Calgary hospital. 

“We need this (judicial inquiry) 
desperately. This is our chance to 
make a change in the system,” he 
told the Herald. Hey, that's good 
enough for me. Let's forget about er- 
ratic Raj Sherman and concentrate 
on gutsy and shocking comments 
like those from Dr. Maybaum. 

Bring on the judicial inquiry.

SALVATION ARMY 
| OFFERS FREE TAX 
| PREPARATION CLINIC

As the saying goes, only two things 
in life are certain — death and taxes 
And with the complexity of Canada's 
tax forms, some people would rather 
die than do their taxes. 

But fear not — help is on the way 
for simple tax returns. And it's free. 

The Salvation Army is holding its 
annual tax form preparation clinic, 
which they have been hosting since 
1971. David Dickinson, director of 
children and family services for the 


Salvation Army, says approximately 
40 volunteers, who have been trained 
by the Canada Revenue Agency, 
will complete the forms — and even 
electronically file them — all for no 
charge. 

Dickinson says filing ‘tax returns 
can have unexpected positive results, 
aside from the potential for a rebate. 
Things like GST rebates and Alber- 
ta health and child tax benefits are 
available to many low income people, 
but only if tax forms are filed. 

Dickinson says he expects about 
3,000 people to take advantage 
of the service, but it's not for ev- 
eryone. This tax clinic is only for 
people with incomes below specific

levels: $30,000 for a single person; 
$35,000 for a couple; $30,000 for 
an adult with one child; and $4,000 
for each additional dependent 

The clinics began this week, and 
will continue right through until 
April 29th in the Centennial Room of 
the Stanley A. Milner Library down- 
town. They will ran Monday, Tues- 
day, Wednesday, and Friday 9 a.m 
to 3 p.m., and Thursday 9 a.m. to 8 
p.m. The clinic will be closed week- 
ends, as well as Good Friday (April 
22) and Easter Monday (April 25) 

When coming to the tax clinic, 
participants are asked to bring two 
pieces of identification and all T4s,

T5s, medical receipts, charitable do- 
nation receipts and other related tax 
documents. The clinic will not com- 
plete returns for foreign workers or 
the deceased, or cases of bankruptcy, 
self-employed income, capital gains 
or losses, employment expenses, 
business or rental income and ex- 
penses. Participants will be asked to 
take a number and sign a form giving 
volunteers permission to complete 
and file their tax return. 

Traditionally, Dickinson says, peo- 
ple flock to the clinic when it first be- 
gins, so the Salvation Army reminds 
everyone that the clinics will run to 
the end of April, so there is lots of 
time.

FOR RHINO HORN, ETC? 





As an upright environmentalist kind 
of guy, | was wondering if the rising 
popularity of. erectile dysfunction 
drugs like Viagra, Cialis, Levitra, etc, 
hds caused a corresponding subsid- 
ence in the demand for powdered 
rhinoceros horn and other aphrodi- 
siacs made from the body parts of 
endangered animals. —Ned Carnes, 
Austin, Texas 

You wish. To be fair, you're not the 
only one wishing. Optimistic predic- 
tions about the possible benefit of Vi- 
agra on rhinos and other endangered 
species have been showing up since 
1998. It’s not out of the question that 
some animals are less at risk. Ob- 
served attributable effect on rhinos, 
however: zip. Why, you ask?

Answer: Because traditional Chi- 


nese medicine, whose reliance on 
eye-of-newt-type ingredients gets 
most of the blame for this sort of 
thing, doesn’t use rhino horn as an 
aphrodisiac 

Q; It doesn’t? 

A: Nope. That's a myth perpetu- 
ated by western conservationists and 
other well-meaning folk — including 
some scientists, about which more 
below. While belief that rhino horn 
will restore failing virility isn’t un- 
known in Asia, it’s limited to fringe 
groups in India, Thailand, and Laos. 

Q: So why is rhino horn in de- 
mand? 

A: Because it’s been a traditional 
Chinese medicine mainstay for 
2,000 years, used to treat every- 
thing from flu to hepatitis. One 16th- 
century manual recommends rhino 
horn for typhoid, headache, colds, 
carbuncles, food poisoning, arthritis, 
smallpox, and dysentery, although

historically the most important use 
has been fever relief. Impotence, on 
the other hand, no. 

Q; But doesn’t that mean tradition- 
al Chinese medicine is still the main 
cause of rhino poaching? 

A: Not entirely. Rhino horn is also 
prized for dagger handles in the Mid- 
dle East — North Yemen at one time 
accounted for nearly half of world 
demand. Traditional Chinese medi- 
cine is a major factor, though. The 
point is, if you're a western scientist 
who fails to grasp the actual roles 
various endangered species play in 
traditional Chinese medicine, don’t 
be surprised when your rosy predic- 
tions about the conservation benefits 
of ED drugs don’t pan out. 

Q: What scientists are we talking 
about? 

A: The ones banging the gong the 
loudest about this have been Frank 
and William von Hippel. In a 1998 
letter to Science, Frank, a biologist,

conjectured that Viagra could elimi- 
nate demand for “animal potency 
products”: “After all,” he wrote, "the 
cost of Viagra is trivial compared 
to that of rhino horn.” In a 2002 
followup, he and his psychologist 
brother published a table listing nine 
types of threatened critter “collected 
for TCM (traditional Chinese medi- 
cine) treatments for ED.” The fine 
print clarified that two of the nine, 
namely rhinos and tigers, in fact 
weren't collected for this purpose. 
Westerners — apparently including, 
as of 1998, Frank von Hippel — just 
thought they were. 

Q: So traditional Chinese medicine 
does acknowledge some aphrodisi- 
acs? 

A; Oh, sure. They've been derived 
from sea cucumbers, pipefishes, sea- 
horses, geckos, deer, and pinnipeds. 

Q: What are pinnipeds? 

A: Seals, sea lions, and walruses. I 
had to look it up too. 

Q: Has Viagra taken the pressure 
off any of these creatures? 

A: Difficult to say. Most of the 
trade in endangered species has been 
outlawed, so we don’t get market re- 
ports. However, indications may be 
gleaned from the few cases where 
such dealing remains legal. Accord- 
ing to the von Hippels, sales of one 
traditional Chinese medicine aph- 
rodisiac, antler velvet from Alaskan 
reindeer, dropped sharply following 
Viagra’s introduction, and the market 
for seals, prized for their genitalia, 
collapsed a little later. Critics ques- 
tioned how much of this was due to 
competition from ED drugs, but in a 
2005 survey underwritten by Pfizer, 
maker of Viagra, the brothers found 
Hong Kong men were abandoning 
traditional Chinese medicine impo- 
tence treatments, presumably hav- 


ing recognized that modern drugs (a) — 
cost less and (b) actually worked. 

Meanwhile, the rhino population, 
in free fall 20 years ago, has re- 
bounded, but conservation efforts, 
not pharmaceuticals, have made the 
difference. What with growing inter- 
est in traditional Chinese medicine, 
poaching pressure remains intense. 

Q: If they've gotten realistic about 
ED, why are Asians still using nos- 
trums like rhino horn for fever? 

A: Why do westerners buy over- 
the-counter cold remedies? Tradi- 
tional Chinese medicine practitio- 
ners for their part_swear by rhino 
horn. For what it’s worth, one scien- 
tific study of the stuff claimed it was 
effective in reducing fever, although 
only at extremely high doses. If you 
ask me, the more relevant fact is that 
for a lot of run-of-the-mill illnesses, 
you can't tell if the medicine is do- 
ing any good, whether you got it via 
traditional Chinese medicine or Wal- 
greens. 

Q; But western fever remedies, 
as distinct from cold remedies, are 
cheap and effective. Why would any- 
body stick with rhino horn? Would 
switching to Advil be so tough? 

A: Here's the key, I’m guessing: 
therapeutic demand for endangered 
species is said to be driven not by the 
Asian masses but rather the affluent 
business elite, who can afford the ex- 
orbitant prices. 

Q; So the problem is fat cats infat- 
uated with expensive, unnecessary 
products? 

A: Exactly. Only now it's cropping 
up in Asia, too.

1965. Now, Vereen brings a one-man 
salute to Sammy Davis Jr. backed by 
the ESO and conductor William €d- 
dins. 

“Isn't that hot? Does Canada know 
how hot that is? The snow is going 
to melt,” he quips as a spot-on Sam- 
my for the first of several impres- 
sions during our interview. “It’s a hot 
show! I start with a section about 
the beginning of my career stepping 
from Brooklyn to Broadway called ‘B 
to B’. Then, I pay tribute to the peo- 
ple who made it possible for me to be 
where I am today: Frank Sinatra and 
Sammy Davis Jr. I wish I could play 
everybody, but then I'd be up there 
for at least a year.” 

For Vereen, these illustrious mem- 
bers of the Rat Pack make up more 
than just an inspiration, but basic 
building blocks of the entertainment 
industry personified. 


“Sam was my mentor, with all of 


his props and praises,” he says. “The 
man was the first African-American 
icon in this industry. There were 
many other icons before him like 
Ella Fitzgerald and Nina Simone, but 
he was the one who got the most no- 
tice.” 

Like Sammy himself, Vereen’s ex- 
travaganza offers a mix of singing, 
dancing and storytelling. However, 
excited audience members can look 
forward to even more from Steppin’ 
Out. 

“They can expect brilliance!” he 
says with a laugh. “Brilliance and a 
wonderful evening. It's the energy of 
the people that makes the show, not 
just the performer on stage. | come 
out there asking, “Where do you 
want to go?’ | think it's a wonder- 
ful journey, and I hope people take it 
with me.”

As I stood on stage looking over 
Shout Out Out Out Out at the sunlit 
sea of enthusiastic humans stretch- 
ing an entire block west, shoulder to 
shoulder, I thought of all the usual 
ways we could have fucked it up — 
too many fences, overzealous secu- 
rity, shitty programming aimed at

We were amazed and what's more 
proud. We were acting like a city 
without affixing the pathetic “world- 
class” stamp which the real estate 
developers who run this place so 
love. The architecture in this case 
was human and beautiful. 

Will it work again? There's no rea- 
son why not. SOS Fest is now call- 
ing on local musicians (sosfest.ca) to 
apply to join the lineup of this July 
7-10. Given there were more than 
150 bands last year, it's a good oppor- 
tunity to at the very least be part of 
an evolving attempt to make Edmon- 
ton more than it is. 

One of the tricks will be to keep 
venues happy who last year had 
complaints about losing control of 
their doors and finances — pubs 
generally make more money on a 
weekend without a band. A common 
issue among my friends with stores 
on Whyte over the years has been re- 
garding the actual benefit and value 
of the Old Strathcona Business As- 
sociation. Last year I started hearing 
the same thing from bar managers 
regarding SOS. This needs to be ad- 
dressed, one on one. Specifically: if 
a bar can bring in its own acts, con- 
trol its doors and not worry about 
unknown volunteers letting their 
friends bud in line, as happened last 
year, why bother? I’m not saying 
there's no solution to this, I’m just 
not instinctively coming up with it. 

| must stress I salute the OSBA for 
pulling SOS together, especially the 
street fest portion. The main ques-

tion I would throw out there is this: 
is centralized curation and’ control 
necessary if everyone agreed to bring 
in bands, or could the independent 
venues portion of it function just 
as ably run more like a pot luck, at 
least in the early stages when money 
is tight? 

I’m down here in Austin right 
now where an entire city becomes 
what SOS is striving for — South By 
Southwest (SXSW) is the mother of 
all music festivals, after all, and the 
energy is breathtaking. But what's re- 
ally important to remember is Aus- 
tin is barely bigger than Edmonton. 
Twenty-five years ago people just 
had the idea to start a festival and, 
although some snobs might be put 
off by the masses of programmers 
trying to sell their half-ass rework- 
ing of the Facebook concept as cul- 
turally valid, the tech conference 
side is utterly dwarfed by dozens of 
films and hundreds and hundreds 
of bands converging on this place, 
yes, to make a go of it — but also to 
party their brains off. Including, in- 
cidentally, Hot Panda and our poet 
laureate, Mr. Cadence Weapon (and 
Trevor Anderson and | are here with 
The High Level Bridge film, P.S.). 

My point is there’s nothing stop- 
ping SOS ‘from ~éxpanding into 
something that’s as galactic a draw. It 
will take time, work and experimen- 
tation. But it's worth it. I’m looking 
around these Texas streets full of so 
many pretty smiles and it's just so 
obvious, man.

After a terrible accident forced Scott 
Campbell to give up his job as a weld- 
er, he found himself in a unique posi- 
tion to reinvent his life. 

Today Campbell is the co-owner of 
Atomic Zombie, one of Edmonton's 
most reputable tattoo parlours. 

SEE sat down with Campbell in his 
shop to chat about getting inked and 
what that might mean for your look, 
your self-esteem and your sex life. 

SEE Magazine: How did you get 
into tattooing? 

Scott Campbell: I got into tattoo- 
ing after I lost the vision in my left 
eye at work. I used to be a welder and 
I got a piece of wire through it. | was 
on (workers compensation) and they 
were offering me an opportunity to 
find a new career. At first they didn't 
want to have anything to do with it, 
but after I wrote them a letter a week 
for six weeks they finally decided to 
sponsor my apprenticeship. 

SEE: Why did you want to pursue 
tattooing? 

SC: I've always been an artist and 
have always drawn, but it's hard to 
make a living out of that. I've welded 
since I was 16-years-old and I got 
married at 20 and I needed to be 
able to support a wife and kids, and 
an artist’s salary just didn’t cut it. By 
the time I got injured I was divorced, 
single and it was a lot easier to make 
the sacrifice I needed to get into tat- 
tooing. It was a little tough, but now 
you couldn't pay me enough to go 
back to welding. 

SEE: When did you get your first 
tattoo? 

SC: I didn’t get my first tattoo until 
I was 32 years old, after I got my tat- 


too apprenticeship. I had decided that 
the first tattoo | got would be done by 
me. It was a little voodoo doll with a 
pin through it on my ankle. 

SEE: What are some questions you 
ask your clients? 

SC: | don't like the idea of some- 
one walking out with a tattoo that 
they're: going: to-regret Placement 
and visibility of the tattoo can be- 
come an issue, so [like to quiz people 
about what they do for a living and 
that kind of thing. If I feel that I'm 
going to regret the application of 
something I'll just say no. A good 
example is coming in to get your girl- 
friend or boyfriend's name tattooed 
on you. 

SEE: What can tattoos do for a 
person fashion-wise? 

SC: Tattoos tend to give you a bit of 
a boost in self-esteem, and affect the 
way we feel about ourselves. When 
we feel good we look good. As far as 
tattoos and fashion are concerned I 
try not to look at them as something 
that goes together. In some ways 
they’re symbiotic, but fashion trends 
tend to be pretty fickle and change a 
lot. Where tattoo trends are the op- 
posite, they shouldn't be the flavour 
of the day. 

SEE: Can you complete this sen- 
tence?

SC: You haven't done your research 
and got a bit of an education. 

SEE: What can tattoos do for 
someone's sex life? 

SC: One time I said to a young 
guy who was heading to the Domini- 
can a couple weeks after I finished 
his tattoo, “Fuck man, this tattoo 
is going to get you laid down there.

There's an old pseudo-scientific be- 
lief that we humans use only 20 per 
cent of our brain power.

When we meet 
Morra, he’s struggling to write a book 
he has somehow received an advance 
to write. He bumps into his ex-broth- 
er-in-law, who presents him with the 
gift of a clear pill, called NZT, that 
will tap into the 80 per cent of the 
brain that he doesn't use. Morra 
takes a pill, and — boom! — he's sud- 
denly super brilliant, cranking out 90 
pages of his book, and even cleaning 
up his apartment.

He needs more NZT, so he goes 
back to his brother-in-law, who re- 
veals that maybe the drug isn't FDA 
approved after all, and, as they say 
on those pharmaceutical commer- 
cials on American TV, “side effects 
might include” a whole range of neg- 
ative things. One of them is death 
by bullet, as the brother-in-law gets 
bumped off by people looking for his 
stash of NZT. Turns out, not surpris- 
ingly, that a lot of people want NZT. 

Morra find his brother-in-law’s 
stash of NZT before the bad guys do, 
which turns him into a stock market 
genius. This draws the attention of 
zillionaire Carl Van Loon (Robert De 
Niro), who brings Morra on board 
to help him with a colossal merger 
that will give Van Loon control of 
the world’s oil, or something vaguely 
evil like that. Van Loon is suitably 
impressed, and Morra rises up the 
ranks. But Morra needs more and 
more NZT to get the same impact,

Limitless has an interesting con- 
cept, and is for the most part a de- 
cent enough entry in the conspiracy/ 
thriller genre, directed with some 
flair by Neil Burger (The Illusion- 
ist). Cooper, who normally plays a 
super self-confident smartass types 
(The Hangover, The A-Team) in his 
films, is decent in the hero role, and 
De Niro has one meaty scene where 
he delivers a brief monologue that 
makes you sit up and take notice. 
There are two problems, however, 
with Limitless. First, there is no one 
in this movie that you have a rooting 


interest in. Cooper, the protagonist, 
isn't particularly likable or even in- 
teresting, so I can't say that I really 
cared one way or another what hap- 
pened to him.

what may be his least accessible in 
a long career of “difficult” films. It's 
not that his films aren’t cinematic. 
Many film directors and cinephiles 
agree: he's one of the masters. The 
difficulty lies in the fact that, for both 
political and philosophic reasons, he 
despises conventional narrative, the 
“storytelling” Hollywood loves so 
much. 

With Godard, film is all about the 
juxtaposition of image and sound. 
He never does this in a conventional 
manner, however, as evidenced in

this film by items like using the sound 


wind makes on a microphone, traffic 
noise, or the distortion and cut-outs 
created when a digital camera is ex- 
posed to the mega-decibels of sound 
in a discothéque. 

A lifelong interest in socialist 
theory resulted in a view that all ele- 
ments in a film are equal, so the way 
light strikes an object or face is just 
as important as “plot.” In this, he’s 
closer to the experimental cinema of 


_ pioneers like Stan Brakhage, Michael

Snow, Nam June Paik, Jack Smith, or 
Scott Bartlett. Godard's editing, too, 
seems to have a mathematical preci- 
sion which has more to do with dura- 
tion than content. 

You can say things like, ‘The film 
takes place in three sections: the 
first on a cruise ship in the Medi- 
terranean, the second in a gas sta- 
tion in the south of France which 
has a Llama and a donkey, and the 
third in a cinema representation of 
places that interest Godard — Af- 
rica, Palestine, Odessa, Greece, Italy, 
Spain, Germany and Egypt — but 
that doesn’t mean much. You could 
also say that it’s about both older and 
younger men's obsession with attrac- 
tive women, primary colours (in this 
it's very similar to Pierrot Le Fou, 
1965 and La Chinoise, 1967), visual 
composition of objects and people, 
the need of humans to make images, 
the framing devices of doors, win- 
dows, screens, or staircases, the hyp- 
notic motion of water, the absence of 
sound, and language as both visual 
graphics and poetry. He also likes 
images of pretty women reading 
literature. This goes as far back as 
Anna Karina behind glass with her 
book in Alphaville (1965) and con- 
tinues in this film with the woman in 
sunglasses at the Agrola gas pumps 

Godard’s use of overlapping sound, 
languages, and on-screen text dates 
back as early as films like La Chi- 
noise (1967) and Weekend (1967). 
While few filmmakers can boast 
text by the likes of Derrida, Sartre, 
Pirandello, Beckett, Malraux, 
Levi-Strauss, or Heidegger, Godard 
routinely puts them into his films. In 
films like Oh, Woe Is Me from 1993, 
which starred Gérard Depardieu, 
Godard used a kind of verbal com- 
pression, which rendered the scenes 
abstract and generic. In this film, 
however, he takes it a step further 
putting the English _ sub- 
titles in what was referred to 
in an interview with Daniel 
Cohn-Bendit as “Navajo English” — 
as in old westerns where the Native 
Americans spoke in choppy phrases. 
If a character is saying “give me your 
watch,” the subtitle will read, “you, 
me, watch.” These groups of two or 
three words render the text as ab- 
stract noise, or a kind of shorthand 
poetry. 

As always in Godard, some of 
the most beautiful moments are 
visual. Who can forget the double 
360-degree pan (twice to the left 
then once to the right) in the farm- 
yard set to a Mozart sonata in Week- 
end, the figure tableaus in Passion 
(1982), or the long dolly or tracking 
shot on the ship in Oh, Woe Is Me? 
In this film, the stand-out sequence 
is the woman with a notebook lean- 
ing against the wall of the service 
station in the shadow cast by the 
windmill/weather vane. It's hard 
work and the viewer has to do a lot 
of the heavy-lifting with Godard, but 
sometimes, for moments like this, 
it's worth it.

As the pantheon of Apatow-esque 
bromance films continues to grow, 
it was only a matter of time before 
a sci-fi permutation was produced. 
Such is Paul. Written by and starring 
comic duo Simon Pegg and Nick 
Frost (Shaun of the Dead and Hot 
Fuzz), Paul is the story of two nerds, 
unwittingly entangled in an alien's 
attempt to escape the clutches of a 
shadowy government cabal operat- 
ing out of the fabled Area 51. Insert a 


predictable and near excessive num- 
ber of sci-fi film references alongside 
a semi-touching character arch and 
put a pin in it. While this method of 
genre exploitation has worked well 
for Pegg and Frost in the past, Paul 
falls short in many of the areas that 
made Shaun of the Dead and Hot 
Fuzz worth watching 

The film opens with characters 
Graeme Willy (Pegg) and Clive 
Gollings (Frost), two sci-fi and comic 
book enthusiasts from the U.K. at- 
tending the world famous San Diego 
Comic Con. Quickly we learn of the 
pair's obsession with paranormal 
Americana and of their plan to travel 
across the United States to view many 
of the country’s more spacey land- 
marks. The trip is, however, quickly 
hijacked when the two hapless geeks 
Paul, a foul-mouthed 
pot-smoking alien (voiced by Seth

Rogen) who is on the run from his 
government captors. Paul convinces 
the pair to assist him and the three 
hit the road in classic movie road trip 
style, all the while pursued by three 
government agents played by Jason 
Bateman (Arrested Development), 
Bill Hader (SNL, Superbad) and Jo 
Lo Trugilo (Superbad). 

While the premise and casting have 
all the hallmarks of a hit, Paul is flat 
in its execution. The likely culprit is 
the absence of longtime Pegg and 
Frost collaborator and director Edger 
Wright. Wright, who helmed both 
Shaun and Fuzz, created a certain af- 
fability and charm in the characters 
and storylines of both those films, 
where as his replacement on Paul, 
Greg Mottola, leaves the final prod- 
uct a measure clunky. Apart from 
Pegg, Frost and Hader, who turn in 
enjoyable performances, much of the 


casting seems to be geared toward 
name recognition only, most notably 
in the case of Rogen. His trademark 
stoner chuckle seems markedly out 
of place here and he seems to put 
little effort into giving the character 
any depth beyond that of his usual es- 
thetics. The cast is filled out by some 
notable, though superfluous cameos, 
which include Jane ‘Lynch, Jeffery 
Tambor and Sigourney Weaver, all of 
whom essentially play themselves, 
or in the case of Weaver, a bizarre 
caricature. 

Still, this is still a satisfying movie. 
Sci-fi fans will delight at the many 
esoteric references and casual mov- 
iegoers will be charmed by both Pegg 
and Frost. In comparison to other 
films released during the dead zone 
between Oscar season and summer 
blockbusters it's a welcome change 
of pace.

“I do not think of myself as a politi- 
cal or environmentally-conscientious 
artist,” Daryl Rydman says, “but I 
think somehow I captured in my lat- 
est work the spirit of the calamity, 
whose character and magnitude af- 
fected many of us, regardless of our 
respective outlooks,” 

The soft-spoken Rydman, lecturer 
at the University of Alberta’s Depart- 
ment of Art and Design, refers to the 
disaster at Syncrude’s Aurora mine, 
where in 2008 more than 1,600 
ducks died after landing in the toxic 
tailings reservoir. 

“When you hear the word ‘aurora,’ 
the overawing phenomenon of ‘au- 
rora borealis’ comes to mind imme- 
diately. I find it creepily ironic that 
at the site of that beautifully named 
mine such a tragedy occurred. | 
also find it cruelly ironic that some 
of the paints I use in my work are 
made of chemical components 


extracted from oil. That's why | 
needed to communicate my feelings 
in a series of works reflecting nature 
violated by man.” 

How is it done? 

“In this series,” he says, “I used a 
multilayered technique, which relies 
in part on other people's paintings 
— | am especially fond of the 17th- 
century Dutch still lifes,’ represented 
among others by Willem van Aelst, 
Pieter Claesz, Jan Davidszoon de 
Heem and Jan Weenix — where you 
often see dead game: swans, ducks, 
rabbits shot during a hunt. These 
paintings are ‘quoted’ in my works. 
I start off with an empty canvas 
treated with acrylic paint, to which 
I then apply a large photocopy of a 
detail of a pre-existing image. As 
soon as the paint is dry, I wash off 
the paper on which the photocopy 
was made, yet the photocopied por- 
tion of the original image still ad- 
heres to the paint; the latter acts as 
sort of a glue. This resulting image 
becomes the first stratum of the 
given work, to which I’m now able 
to add more layers, sometimes 
more quotes. I call this process 
‘Jamming with images’ because to 
me it has a lot to do with how things 
are done in music, particularly mu- 


ages 


sic based on samples. In the end 
you have a painting, in which several 
separate layers coexist, all contribut- 
ing to the intended message.” 

“I call these new paintings of 
mine ‘discreet elegies, ” Rydman 
continues, “They are definitely ele- 
gies because they deal with death 
and destruction, but they are also 
discreet in that they use the grim 
imagery in an unobtrusive way.” 
He points out a piece with a blood- 
coloured globe in the centre, “Do you 
see the bird?” 

Indeed, a faint shape of a dead 
bird, hanging upside down, 
gradually emerges. Once the shape 
is spotted, the impact of the image 
becomes incredibly strong. 

Rydman has exhibited in galleries 
across the country and in Europe. 
The new pieces, however, are shown 
at the Culina Highlands restaurant. 
Why? 

“I wanted to try something new 
and when Geoffrey Lilge (market- 
ing director at Culina) invited me to 
show my work there, | jumped at the 
opportunity. The setting is less of- 
ficial — and because of that my work 
can speak directly, without the arti- 
ficial veneer of a gallery situation. | 
love it.”
